Z watchod  to  ooo  tliolr  paths  cross,  but  instead  of  crossing,  tiui  second  ono, 
with  a troll  UJ:'j  tlie  first  slovied  aneod  and  both  moved  osiay  freo  each  otl'iCr,  oepar- 
atod  to  a distance  of  about  five  times  as  groot  os  when  tlicy  wore  closest  together, 
Doved  in  tocethor  and  oeperatod  os  before*  H\cy  almost  touched  four  times  In  ell 
before  wo  lost  track  of  them,  in  tills  nonnori 

I hadn’t  said  a v/ord  since  calling  their  ottontlon  to  tlio  first  "star*'  but 
■y  daughter  said,  "!Cioy  ore  alg-saggin(^*  so  I knoir  ttiat  elttr  saw  it  o:aiotly  as  I saw 
and  was  not  merely  foUmilng  tlie  pewor  of  ouggostian* 

!Iha  objects  seemed  to  lose  their  "tiroil"  as  they  approached  eacli  othor*Thcy 
were  ae  bright  as  a medium  star*  At  finit  they  suoaed  to  bo  falling,  but  os  they  dis- 
appeared, they  seemed  to  be  traveling  piraVlel  to  the  earth's  surface,  end  in  a duo 
westerly  direction.  I wouldn't  attempt  to  estimate  tlieir  heif^t,  or  thAlr  speed* 
They  were  visible  for  about  seven  or  eight  seconds,  atxl  when  wo  loot  tuom,  tlioy  were 
at  an  anaia  of  about  degrees  tr<n  us* 

They  wore  not  planes  as  we  vrojld  have  licord  the  sound  of  the  engines  as  it 
was  very  quiet,  the  waves  made  i^ractically  no  sound  and  tlxre  was  no  wind*  2ioy 
were  not  birds,  os  ^hey  travellol  too  fast  ai^  we  would  havo  seen  the  movements  of 
their  wings*  It  was  not  roflooted  ground  Il^ts  as  tho  clouds  were  small  and  scat- 
tered and  tlioao  objects  hod  a clear  sky  with  stars  beliind  tliom  during  tlioir  entire 
travel*
